The 
Keystone well is just east of Har- 
bor Boulevard and just south of 
Wilmington street. 

The shallowest sand previously 
found in the Torrance field was 
hit at 2100 feet in the Peterson- 
Barker Syndicate’s well at One 
Hundred and hirteenth street and 
Western avenue, about two miles 
northwest of the Keystone well, 
but no attempt was made to test 
it for production. This well is now 
down about 3700 feet and has not 
yet picked up a lowe rand.
